Under RCMP ‘Protection 
Say Spy Informer Kept 
Moving Place to Place 


OTTAWA, April 25.— (CP) —The Ottawa Citizen said today it 
had learned that Igor Gouzenko, star crown witness in the spy trials, 
together with his wife and two small children, “have not remained 
in one place for more than a week or 10 days” since last September. 

The paper said the former Russian embassy cipher clerk had 
not been separated from his family, since they were afforded pro- 
tective custody by the RCMP. They had sometimes lived “outside 
the province entirely” but the greater part of the time had “moved 
about Ontario from place to place, living mainly in houses or apart- 
ments in fairly smali communities and always under the vigilant eye 
of the RCMP.” 

VERY RECENTLY THE GOUZENKOS occupied a whole section 
of an upper floor in a large Ottawa hotel,” the report added, “That 
particular section of the building could be approached only by the 
staircases—approached, that is, if you happened to be a member of 
the Gouzenko family or a bona fide member of the RCMP.”

Saving of Flour 


Britain to Reduce 
Bread-Loaf Weight 


LONDON, April 25—(Reuters)— 


The government tonight announced 


a reduction in the weight of the 
standard loaf of bread from two 
pounds to 1 3-4 pounds, without 
any alteration in price. This, it was 
stated, would save 12 1-2 per cent 
of the flour used in its manufac- 
ture. 

TO ECONOMIZE in consumption 
of barley, the brewing of beer wil 
be reduced to 90 per cent of pre-

LONDON, April 25.—(CP)—A 
bomb disposal officer said last 
night that he hoped a 1,000-pound

Why Not Do Something? 


Council on Monday instructed the city 
commissioners to carry out suggestions from 
the board of health relative to the handling 
or mishandling of garbage and the sweeping 
of side-walks in the early morning. 

Nothing seems to have been done about 
abating the other and greater nuisance—the 
dust storms which sweep through the city 
every time the wind blows. It has been blow- 
ing a good deal of late, and men who served 
in Sicily must have been reminded of the 
sand carrying Sirocco. 

The one way to abolish this nuisance of 
course is to pave the streets, the market 
square, and other open spaces. But there is 
a limit to the number of square yards of 
paving that can be put down this year, and 
next year, and the year after that. Mean- 
while do we have to put up with a dust storm 
whenever a lively breeze comes up? 

It isn’t quite that hopeless. Something 
can be done to lessen the aggravation. How 
about turning out the water carts to sprinkle 


those abominable gravelled roadways which | 


send up choking clouds of dust from the 
wheels of every passing car? Or, now that 
the war is over, how about getting some oil 
and giving them a more lasting treatment, 
as used to be done in pre-war years? 


Dangerous Leniency 


The inordinate number of indecent ex- 
posure cases which have cropped up in Ed- 
monton recently calls for prompt and vigor- 
ous action on the part of the police and on 
the part of the bench. 

The situation is rendererd much more 
serious than it appears on the surface, be- 
cause, in the first place, many of these cases 
are not reported to the police out of undue 
delicacy on the part of witnesses, and in the 
second place, because such offenders usually 
progress through various stages of their dis- 
gusting malady until they commit some vio- 
lent sex crime. 

These offenses should be reported 
promptly and in every instance. It is unfair 
to. the community to let any sense of false 
modesty deter one from giving the police 
full particulars. 

It is said, too, that these offenders have 
been treated with considerable leniency in 
the courts. If this is true, it is dangerous 
leniency. 

It is reasonable to suppose that some of- 
ficials regard these offenses as minor in 
character and of a nuisance rather than of a 
criminal nature. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. 
Medical jurisprudence shows quite conclus- 
ively from many definite case histories that 
every person who engages in so-called minor 
sex offenses is a potential sex murderer, 

This is something that calls for a special 
police drive against these people and for wise 
and vigorous action in the courts. 


A Veteran Police Officer 


Although he was first initiated into police 
work in the RNWMP, Assistant Commission- 
er W. F. W. Hancock, whose impending re- 
tirement is announced, was one of those hu- 
man legacies to which the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police fortuitously fell heir when 
the Alberta provincial force was disbanded 
and the pick of its manpower absorbed into 
the RCMP. 

When Colonel Hancock came to this 
country from England 39 years ago it was 
with the intention of farming, as it was al- 
most every immigrant’s intention in those 
days. What happened to the agricultural am- 
bition has not been told, but four years later 
he enlisted with the RNWMP at Calgary, 
thus taking the first step in a career which 
he continued to pursue without interruption 
until now, with the exception of his service 
in the First Great War with the then Over- 
seas Military Forces of Canada. 

With the benefit of a term of engagement 
in the Mounted Police, he joined the Alberta 
Provincial force on his return in 1918 and 


was amongst those absorbed into the senior | 


force upon disbandment of the latter. The 
length of his police duties as well as of his 
residence in this province therefore establish 
his claim to distinguished citizenship. 


It is in that as well as his official capacity | 


that Colonel Hancock has served Alberta 
well during most of four decades. With his 
roots so firmly planted in Alberta’s soil it 


will surprise no one to know that he intends | 


to keep his home in Edmonton after his re- 
tirement a week from now. 


Mischievous Reminiscences 


Nothing on earth, we suppose, can act- 
ually dam up the flood of wartime remin- 
iscences which is beginning to be unloosed 
upon us. Nor would it be wise or tolerant to 
attempt to hold them back, even though 
most of them are merely exertions of the 
clamoring ego for expression. 

But the public can brace itself to receive 
these literary tides with some discrimination 
and good sense.

In the second place, there was doubtless 
some good reason for it if it did occur, And 
those who watched General McNaughton’s 
brief political career in Canada after his 
resignation from his command, can believe 
that such a reason existed. 

This is the kind of literary sniping that 
can very well cause much ill-will and dis- 
turbance. Readers would do well to swallow 
such stuff with the traditional grain of salt. 


Better Make Up Their Minds 


| Foreign ministers of the United States, 
Britain, Russia and France are meeting at 
| Paris to lay the groundwork for peace treat- 
| ies with Italy, Finland, Hungary, Bulgaria 
| and Romania. The conference at which these 
| treaties are to be discussed with the enemy 
| States is scheduled for Wednesday next. This 
| preliminary meeting of the Big Four is being 
| held at the suggestion of Russia. 
There is practical sense in Moscow's view 
that before the satellite states are called into 
a peace conference the Allies should agree 
| among themselves on the general lines of the 
treaties they intend to submit. 


conference would be bound to develop into 
an undirected talkfest, with satellite repre- 
| sentatives doing most of the talking and 
probably coming out of the clamor with the 
kind of treaties they would like to have. 

The spokesmen for these enemy states 
will know what they want, and demand more 
| than they should get if they are given a 
chance, Unless the Allies know beforehand 
what they are going to concede they will be 
on the defensive from the start. Not against 
the satellites only, but against each other. 
The Nazi element is as strong in these 
hanger-on states as it is in Germany, and 
quite as ready to play off one great power 
against another. 

The conference, set for May 1st, cannot 
be a simple bargain-making affair among 
friends, The treaties with these minor en- 
| emy states will have to be dictated if they 
are to be based on justice and reality, and 
if they are to set a pattern for the treaties 
to be made later with Germany and Japan. 

The Allies should decide in advance what 
| terms they are going to lay down—and then 
| tell the parties of the other part to sign on 
the dotted lines, 

Unless they can do this in five days the 
peace conference may have to be postponed.

TORONTO, April 25—(CP)—The 
International Nickel Company of 
|Canada is feceiving for itself and 
its subsidiary, the Mond Nickel 
Company, a payment of $20,000,000 
in United States currency as full 
compensation for seizure of the 
|Petsamo nickel mines in Finland. 

When Russia and Finland ter- 
minated hostilities in September, 
}1944, an armistice agreement ceded 
the Petsamo district to the Soviet 
government and ownership of the 
nickel mines and installations pass- 
ed to the Soviet government, 

The Canadian government sub- 
sequently informed International 
Nickel that by a protocol to the 
Russian-Finnish armistice the So- 
viet government undertook to pay 
$20,000,000 in U.S. currency as full 
and final compensation to Inter- 
national Nickel and its subsidiary, 
Mond Nickel. The payments are to

This week's hatchery outlook is 
based on reports received from 21 
hatchery operators and consist of 47% 
of the total incubation capacity for 
the province.
